Goldsmith’s statement it is very 
other important adyan- 
tages are. to follow not alone for the 
immediate community in the neigh- 
borhood of the pump itself, but. for 
the entire section of the town served 
hy the high water service, With-an 
expenditure of three. thousand dol- 
lars, lessened by undoubted salvage 
from the old plant of five “hundfed 
to a thousand dollars, the town. will 
he able to establish, there a}dupligate 
system with all which that meang_ in:

water supply. This duplicate system 
would not only care for the emer- 
gency calls on account of fire, but 
also for the growth of this section of 
the town for many years to come. 

While it is true, as we have sug- 
gested, that it might be questionable 
i: this were a land proposition, even 
there we take issue with some of our 
friends who take that narrow view 
of the situation. Land cannot come 
into the home building limits of the 
tcwn of Andover without an ‘in- 
crease in value. It cannot incréase 
in value without it brings more taxes 
to the town revenue. We can’t get 
tco many men as citizens of Ando- 
ver ready to build beautiful places 
and become permanent residents, of 
the type of those who have already 
begun to develop this section of the 
town, and of the many others who 
are bound to follow the right sort of 
improvement there. Every one who 
comes adds one more not only to the 
tax-paying list, but to the helpers in 
the kind of development that has 
made Andover for so many years one 
of the ideal home towns of the en- 
tire commonwealth. 

We sincerely hope that the new 
factors as set before the Board in 
this letter of Mr. Hascall’s, and in 
the report of Mr. Goldsmith, will 
lead the members of the. Board of 
Public Works to take a broad view 
of the entire question even though it 
may seem to reverse their previous 
judgment.

The Mountain Slits Labored 


It isa good while since the town 
has had such a flow of words to 
wade through in the annual: Town 
Report as that which has been gath- 
ered under the title of the “Report. 
of the Board of Public Works.” We 
wish it were possible to express an 
endorsement of this long dessertation 
as setting forth clearly and effect- 
ively the needs of the town and the 
way of relief of those needs along’ 
the line of highway improvement.. 
Unfortunately no such approval can 
be given, Copius extracts from pub- 
lications that have treated the ques- 
tion of. tar or no tar, gravel or mac- 
adam, concrete or dirt, fill up page 
after page of what ought to have 
been a clear-cut review of the high-, 
ways of the town of Andover and 
their needs. Not a single estimate 
is made of either the surface that. 
should be looked after, or the cost of 
looking ~ after it. here there 
should have been presented a definite 
plan showing what a certain amount 
of: money would do in 1914, and so 
much more in 1915, and so on until 
the entire main thoroughfares of the. 
town had been looked after,-we find 
a presentation of the relative merits 
of some particular form of dust-lay- 
ing oil as. quoted from somebody’s 
notions of that problem. We are 
not even told that the best of any of 
these preparations is to be used- to 
relieve conditions that are supposed 
to be considered in conjunction with 
such preparations. The town has: 
simply m given a great mess: of 
words, probably with the intent of 
impressing upon the public how much 
the writer knows of many of these 
things, but with the undoubted result 
that the public will only read it, and 
be impressed with the fact of how 
little real, information has been se- 
cured in the ten months’ of service 
by this particnlar Board of Public 
Works which can be helpful to the 
town in making the highways better. 

Those who are interested in the 
method of improving conditions’ 
which began with the creation of the 
present Board of Public Works had 
been led to believe that other results 
than these could be realized. Most 
of them will be very much. disan- 
pointed that after all this labor, the 
only result is a sort of a sidewalk 
tirade dealing with inconséquential 
matters. : <i y

Andover Historical Society 


The display of pitchers and, plates 
at the November Club house on last 
Saturday afternoon proved beautiful 
as well as interesting. One’ hundred 
and fifty pitchers and fifty plates, be- 
longing to’ Mr, Geo. D. Millett, were 
displayed on a stand reaching entire- 
ly across the stage. Their various 
shapes, colors and decorations were 
effectively shown by the electric 
lights above them. The sombre 
Georgius Rex of 1762 and the still 
more sombre Old English Red 
Glaze pitchers stood side by side 
with jolly “Unele Toby” and ex- 
clusive Wedgewood. The Peregrin 
White pitcher and the Daniel Web- 
ster were friendly, while the Luster 
pitchers—Chocolate, Bronze, Silver 
and Pink—added luster to-all the 
rest. The plates were skilfully used 
as a background for the pitchers 
which also ‘displayed their own de- 
signs well. The fine old Oxford 
buildings and the giraffes, the tur- 
key and the castles, all added vari- 
ety to the scene. 

In a cabinet under the clock. were 
the precious things of the exhibit. 
The large and interesting Washing- 
ton pitcher belonging to Mr.

“Trained in such a tide rip of con-

“My first years of pulpit work were 
fruitful and hapov ones in Cohasset 
on the south shore of Boston harbor;

National Prohibition 

Ore of the little big matters that 
may be expected before the end of 
the session is a resolve favoring na- 
tional prohibition. It is a little mat- 
ter because the passage of a me- 
morial of this character to congress 
can have no binding effect. But. it 
is a big matter as a part of the fight 
which the anti-saloon league is mak- 
ing in Massachusetts in behalf of 
national prohibition. 

This fight now going on is one rea- 
gon why 80 little attention is being 
paid’ to liquor legislation directly. 
And for the first time there ig no con- 
cealment upon either side of the 
question as to the real nature of the 


fight. 
Industrial Disputes 

A big crowd of students of labor 
disputes is now filling the state house 
corridors over the measure to put the 
pressure of a law upon those who are 
principals in strikes. or lockouts. 

The date of the hearing was Feb. 
25, but before that time theré had 
been much discussion on the subject 
by the Boston chamber of commerce, 

The bill as presented to the com- 
mittee is said to be in much more 
perfect form than wag the bill of last 
year, although it is intended to go 
farther, even to the extent of stop- 
ping disputes in private business.
